Place, they cameto Brehenia, and builded a City hdd yg |

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led Calcedow. But the commodity of fiſhing , falling out con- 
trary to their expeation,inteſpet that the fiſhes were affraied 
of the whitebankes of the Ciry; the Captaine Panſanias left that 
place, and builded Bizentiuazin Thracia,which firſt was by him 
intituled Ligos. By.Plwmy,{ufline,and Strabo, it was ſurnamed 
Vrb; Hinftriſime, becauſe it is repleate with all the bleſſings, 
carth can give to man; yea.and inthe moſt fertile ſoile of Europe, 
Zonoras reporteth that the Athenians,in an ambitious and inſati- 
able defirc of Soucraigntic , wonne it from the Lacedemonians : 
They thus being banithed, ſuborned Sexerw the Romaine Em- 
prounts befiepe the ſame: But the cutie Bizantium being (trong- Bizantium rus 
y foruthed with walles, the Romanes could nottakeitin,. vniill incd by Seuc- 
extreame famine conſtrained them to yceld, after three yeares 75 the Empe- 
liege : and Sewerws to ſatisfie his cracky , put allto the ſword, 
that were within, and razed the walles, giving it inpofſeſſionto 
the neighbouring Perinthians.. This Cie thus remained inca- 
lamitie,till Conſtantive (refigning the Citic of Romsz, anda great 
part of /caly to the Popiſh inheritance of the Romane Bilhops)re- 
edified the ſame,and tranſlated his Imperiall ſeate inthe Ealt,and 
reduced all the Empire of,Greece;to a vaite.tranquilitic, wich im- 
morrall reputation, which the Parthiass and Prrfiaus had fo mi- 
ſcrably diſquieted. . 
but theſe diſorders at length reformed by thc ſcuere admini- 
ſratian'of Juſtice, forthe which, and other worthy rclpects,the 
laid Conſtantixe ſonne of Saint Helew , and-Emperout of Reme 
(which afterward the Popes yſurped) was ſurnamed the Great. 
He firſt in his plantation called this Citie new Rome; but when 
he beheld the flouriſhag, and multiplying of all things init, and 
becauſe of the, commadiousſcituationthereof,. he called it Cox- 
fantinapolis, after his owne name. This Emperour liuedthere

eyes,by momall circnmtaaces, collected his cruell inteations, 
tothe full height of ambitioa 3 whereby he might aboliſh the 


yery name of Chriſtianity,andalſo puft yp wich a preſumptuous 
L 3 dchre, ; 
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defire,t0 inlarge his Empire, went with a maruellous power, both 
by Sex and Land,vnto this magnificent Manfion, 0 
The iſſue whercof was ſuch,that after diuers batteries and aſe 

ſaults,the irreligious Infidels broke downe the walles,and centred 
the Citie; where they made a wonderfull maſſacre of poore af- 
flicted Chriſtians, without ſparing any of the Romware kinde, ei- 
ther male or female. In the mercilefle fury of theſe infernall 

The death of impes, theEmperour C onſtantine was killed, whoſe head being 

Conſtantine - cut off, was carried ypon the point of a Launce through all the 

the Empcrour, Citie, and Campe of the Turke s, to the great diſgrace and igno- 
miny of Chriftianitie. His Emprefſe, Daughters, and other Las 
dics were putto death, after a ſtrange forme of new-deuiſedtor- | 
ments. 

By this ouerthrow of Conflentinople , this Mabomet tooke 
ewelue Kingdomes, and rwo hundred Cities from the Chriftians, 
which is a lamentable loſſe, of ſuch an illuſtrious Empire. Thus, - 
was that imperiall Citic loft, in the yeare 145 3. May 29; when 
it had remained ynder the gouernment of Chriftians, 1198. 
yeares. It is now the chiefe abode of the great Turke Snitan

V pon the Weſt corner of the Cirie, there is a ſtrong Fortreſle, 
fortiffed with ſeauen great Towers, and well furniſhed with Mu- 
nition,called by 7 wrkes,Jadileks: In this Prefonn, are Baſhawes, Þ rcloun, 
and Subbuſhawes impriſoned, and alſogreat men of Chriſttans, 
if any offence be committed. Their place of Exchange is called 
Betaftar,wherein all forts of commodiries are to be ſold; as Sat- 
tins, Silkes, Veluers, Cloth of Silycr and Gold,and the moſt ex- 
quifitely wrought handkerchiefes, that can be found in the world;

I haue ſeene men and woemen as vſually fold here in markets, 
as Horſcs and other beafts are with vs : The moſt part of which 
are Hang arians,Tranſiluanians Carindians, Iftrians and Dalma- 
rien captiues, and of other places befides, whichthey canoucr- 
come.Whom,if no compaſſionable Chriſtian will buy,or reſteue; 
then muſt they cither turne T#rke, or be addifted to perpetnall 
flauery. In Conflartinople there haue happened many featetu!! 
fires, which often hath conſumed to afhes the moſt part of the r2- 
reſt Monuments thete;and the beauty of infinite Pallaces; as Z o- 
worar the Conftantinopolitan Hiſtoriographer in his Hiſtories 
mentioneth. And now lately in the yeare 1607.Ofober 1 4.there 
were burned above thre thouſand heuſes,of which I ſaw anum- 
ber of ruines (as yet) vnrepaired. It is ſubict alſo ro divers 
Earth-quakes, which haue often ſubuerted the Towers, Houles, 
Churches, and Walles of the Citie to the ground. Eſpecially in 
the yeate 1509. inthe raigne of Baiazeth,the ninth Emperour of

Arriving at Cayro; 1 lodged inthe-houſeof a Freych Con 
ſull,and on the ſecond day , I went with two Frezebs'Merchants, 
troview the.three Pyramides , ſurnamed , The Worlds WPonders, 
which are diftant from Grand Cayro, about foure leapues; ſhan- 
ding neare tothe bankes of Nylus. In proportivytheyareyue-

and tine foote lohig of pure marble. All the Hiſtorians thateuer 
wrote of theſe wonders,haue not ſo-amply recited theiradmira- 
ble greatneſle;as the experience of the beholdet,mayneſtifiethair 
exceſſive hugeneſſe and height.

The match vyhereof, for bigneſſe and length, vyasneuer ſcenein 
that River,vyhoſe body vvas wwenty two foote len in com- 
paſſe of the ſhoulders,cight foote, This cruell beaſt had deuoured 
aboue fourty fixe men and yyomen,befides other creatures :1 and 
in his belly yycre found more then ſixty rings of gold ana filuer;

The wocmen of this land, (as commonly throughall Tarkie) 
vic to pifle ſtanding; and the men couring ontheix knees. The 
iahabitarits heere, were the firſt inuenters of the Mathemati- 
call ſciencegggf Letters,and of the yſe of writing; Gredt Magi» 
cians, and are ſtill endued with a ſpeciall dexterity of wit; but 
ſomewhat ſlothful,and given to ryot and luxury; merry alſogreat 
fingers,and ſociable companions; I meane them of the Egyptian 
Racke, being Chriſtiars,which are now called Gofties, 1/1 

The garden whereinthe onely and truc Ba/ſawo groweth' ,-is 
incloſed with a high wall, and gaily guarded by 7 wrkes , who 
hardly will ſuffer any Chriſtian toenter within , much-leſſe the 
Tewes: for not long agoe , they were the: cauſe ,_ that almoſt this 
balme was brought to confuſion. The Tree it ſelfe is but of three

and the fleſh clung vnto the bones. Grand Cayre is an admirs- 
ble great Citie,andlarger of bounds then Conſtantinople, but not 
ſo populous,neither fo well builded : It was of old called Aſem- 
phu, and was the furthelt place that Flyſes in his trauels viſited, 
ſo well memorized by Homer ; yet a voyagenow of no ſuch efti- 
mation,as that princely Poer accounted it : for his trauels arc nor 
comparable to ſome of theſe dayes, wherein we liue: it is ſettuate - 
' inaplealantplaine,and inthe heart of «Egypt, being diſtant from 
N)/#u5,about an Engliſh mile. It was alſo called (ro Babylonia: 
for there are two Baby/ons,one in Aſrie,which by the Tarkes is 
called Bagdat: and theotheris this, which ioyneth with Cayro 
MoMe. 

The eircuite of new Care, is about twenty two miles, not 
{peaking of Cayre de Babylon, 0s Babylon /Egyptiorum; Medin, 
Boulak,, and the great towne of Caraffar, being as ſuburbs,and of 
many imalles,maketh yp alittle world. The length whereof in all 
is thought to be twenty eight miles, and of bredth fourteene. The 
principall gates are theſe, Babeh Mamfech,, which is toward the 
wilderneflc of the red ſea, Bebz.awnilleb toward Nyime, and Babel 
Extach toward the ficldes- The Rireets are narrow ,. being all of 
them almoſt couered and the foundation of their buildings,is rai- 
ſed ypontwo flages height, to keepe the people from the parch= 
ing heat. 
he Bazar , or Exchange beginneth at the gate of Aſamfek, 
and endeth at a place called Bebeſh. At the corners of chiefe pla- 
ces there arc hoiſes to be hired,thar for a ſmall matter, a man may 
ride where ſo he will,to view this ſpacious ſpred Citie, & change 
as mapy horſes as he liſterh,haning the maſters which owe them,

There is a great commerce heere, with all Nations vnder the 
heauens: for by their ing thither, itis wonderfully peo- 


ed, with infinite numbers : Such a multitude,and the extreame 
py the cauſe why the pe is cucrmore init; inſomuch , that 
at ſome certaine times,ten thouſand perſons haue dyed thereof in 
one day ; Nay, the Citie is reputed to be in good healchyif there 
dye but 1000. ina day, or 300900. inthe whole yeare : I cheane 
whenthe plague which cuery other yeare victh to viſit them, is 
rife heere« Pob - 
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Inthis towne, you ſhall euer finde all theſe ſorts of Chriſtians, 
ltalians, French Greekes, Almaines, Georgians, e/Ethiopians, Ia. 
cobmes, Armenians, Syrians, Neſtorians, Amaronites, Nicolas. 
tans, Abeſſenes, Nubians, Slawonians, Gofties, Raguſans, and 
ſome captiuate Hungarians, the number of which , 'is ever 
thought to be beyond a hundred thouſand people ; befidesall 0: 
ther ſorts of Infidels, as Twrkes, blacke and white Moores, My. 
flmans, Perſians, Tartars, Indians, lewer, Arabians, Barbarres, 
and Sarazenes. 
© Fromthe Caſtle wherein the Solder habirateth, ( which is 
builded on a pretty hill) you haue the proſpeRt of the whole Cit- 
ty,the Gardens,and Villages bordering on Ny/ws,and of the moſt 
part of the plaine,and fertile places of /Eompt. 

Egypt was firlt inhabited by M:ſraim the ſon of Chus; from 


whom the Arabrans name the land Arſre,in the Hebrewtongue 


Miſrete:It was alfo termed Oceana,ft5 Oceanm the ſecond King 
hereof ; Thirdly,Ofiriana from Ofrres ; and now GEoyptm from 
Egypt the ſurname of Remeſes, once a Prince of great puil+ 
fance : It bordereth with e/£thiopia, and the Deſarts of Libia,ot 
the South : onthe North, with the ſea Mediterrenc : the chickeſt 
ports whereof, are Alexandriaand Damietia: toward the Ocet- 
dent with the great lake of Bouchiarab,and a dangerous Wilder- 
neſle confining therewith ſuppoled to be a part of Cyrene : {o full 
of wilde and vencmous beaſts, which maketh the Weſt part yn- 
acceſſable : Onthe Eaſt, with the fm and confine of deſartu- 
ous Arabia,and a part of the red Sea : through which the people 
of [ſrael paſſed. In all the land of «Egypt,which is a great king- 
dome,there isno well or fountaine,, {aue onely the Riuer Nytw; 
neither oe the Inhabitants know what raine is, becauſe they ne- 
uer ſceany. 'And if by rare accident a cloud happen to'diffoluc 
on them, it bringeth on their bodies innumerable ſores and dil- 


caſes.

lar,ſometimes a {panne, a foote,or two foete. At the time of his 
inunding, there are certaine people appointed , to vyatch the li- 
mites of his growth ; for when the yyater vyaxcth to fifteene 
braſles;it is a Ggne that the next yeare ſhall be fertile; if it amoun- 
teth but to twelue, that yeare ſhall be indifferent; and if ic ſurpaſle 
not nine brafles, it preſageth a great dearth,and famine; and if ir 
thall happento flow to thetop, all the countrey of Egypt is in 
danger to be deltroied. 

From Nylas are many ditches drawneglong, to the ſcattered 
villages inthe plaines, the vyater yvhercof, entring in theſe nar- 
row channels,the people haue Ceſterns made of purpole,vyhere- 
in they receiue it , and conſerue the ſame ill the next inundacion. 
Art vyhich time alſo they make great feaſtings, and rare ſolemni- 
ties , dauncing, eating, drinking, ſinging, touking of drummes, 
ſounding of trumpets , and other oftentations of 1oy. There are 
infinite yenemous creatures bred in the river,as Crocadiles,Scor. 
pions, ygly miſ-ſhapen yyormes, and other monſtrous things, 
vyhich anney oft the Inhabitants.and alſo theſe vyho trafficke on 
the vyater. This famous flood is in length almoſt 3000. miles,. 
and hath his beginning vader the EquinoRtiall line from Aorres 
lane,orthe lake Zembre in eFAthiopiainterior; vwvhence it bring- 
eth the fullgrowth downe into e/£gypr , and ina place of the 
«Ethiopian Alpes called Catadwpa; the fall and roaring of this 
AJle,maketh I people deafe,vyho dwell neare thereunto. The 
infallible reaſon vyhy Ny{us encreaſeth ſo cuery yeare at ſuch a 
time and continuance,js onely this : T hat vyhen the Sunne decli- 
ning Northward ; and vyarming vvith his vigorous face the ſep- 
tentrion ſides of theſe cold mountaines of the Moone, the aboun- 
dant mow meketh : from yyhence difloluing in {treames, it in- 
gorgeth Nj1u4,ſo long as the matter delabiates. =

This Kingdome prody- 
ceth no Wines , neither is garniſhed yvith Vineyards ; bur that 
which ſtrangers dee make vſc of, arebrought from Candie, (7+ 
pris, and Greece. 

This countrey vvas gouerned by Kings firſt,and longeſt of all 
other nations : from Oſirzs ( not reckoning his regall anceſtours) 
in vvhoſetime Abzahean went downe toes/Epypr, he and his ſuc= 
ceſſours , yvereall called Phareves; of vvhom Amaſir, is one- 
ly-yyorthy mention, vyho inſtituted ſuch politicke lawes tothe 
auncient e/Egyptians,that he deſerurth to be catalogized,as foun- 
der of this Kingdome. This race continued till Camby/+- the fe- = 
cond Perfiex Monarch, made e/£g ypt a member of his Empire ; 
and fo remained till Darius Nothus the fixt Perſian King : from 
vrhomthey reuolted, chooſing Kings of themſelues : But inthe 
eightecne yeare of Nettanebos the ſeauenth King thereafter, ,A- 
£ypt vvas recouered by Ochas,the eight Emperour of Perſia. _ 

Incnd Dariws being vanquiſhed, and Alexander King hereof, 
after his death irfell to the ſhare of Prolomens,the ſorneof Lagi, 
from vvhom the Kings of «Egypt vyere for a long time called | 
Ptolomer: of vvhom Queene y the vas the laſt, after whoſe 
ſelfe murther,it was annexed for many yeares to the Romxane Em- 


race of the = pyre.and nexttothe Conſtantinopolitan : from vyhoſe inſuppor- 


gpyanKngs, 


table burdenthey reuolted , and became tributaries for a'ſmall 
ume to Huwmar the third Caliph of B abylon, 

Aiterward being oppreſſed by Almericus King of leruſalens; 
Noradin a Twrksk King of Damaſcus ſent $aracon a valiant wat- 
riour to aide them, vyho made himſelfe abſolute King of the 
whole countrey;vyhoſe of-{j pring ſucceeded (of vyhom Saladine . 
vvas one, the glorious conquerour of the Ealt ) till Melechſels, 
vvko vyas ſlaine by his one ſouldiers the amaluks; vvho 
vvere the guard of the Sw/dans, as the Lanniſaries are to the great 
Twrke, vyholately, Anno 1622. haue almoſt made the like mu- 
tation inthe Tarkyh Empire, as the Aſamalnks did inthe Exyp* 
tian, They made of themſclues Sultans , vvhereby the Aſama- 
lxke race cominued from the yeare x2 50. till the yeare-15t7- 
wherein. 
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wherein Tavembeins, together yvith his predecefſour Campſon 
Gawrms, vvas ouercome by Selomw the fuft ; by vvhom Egype 
vyas made a Prouince of the Turkiſh Empire, and ſo continueth 
as yer. For theabundance of cornes , and all kinde of truites the 
earth yeeldeth,there is nocountry can bragge vvith E 8 ypt; where- 
ypon Egypt inthe time of the Remanes, as vycllas Sic:lia, vyas 
called Horreum populi Romani. 

In the time of the Pro/omers the xeuenewes of this Kingdom 
yyere 12000. talents; fo alſoin the time of. the Aamaluks ; but 
now through tyrannicall gouernment, and diſcontinuance of traf- 
hckethrough the red ſea, the Tyrke recciucthno more than three 
millions yearcly ; one of the yvhichis free to himlelfe,the orher 
ewo arc Liftributed to ſupport the charge of his Vicegerent 
Baſchaw,and preſidiaric fouldiers. | 

In Caro Iftayed ſeaucn dayes,and embarked at Boulacque in 
a boate,and as I vyent downe the riuer, I ſaw theſe Townes, $4- 
lomona, Pharſone, Fona, and Abaan : Inthele parts there is a 
ſtone called Agqniline, which hath the vertue to deliver a woman 
from her painein childebirth. Inall this way,the greateſt pleaſure 
I had, was to behold the rare beauty of certaine Birds, called by 
the Twrkes, Ellocke ; whole feathers, being beautified yvirh the 
diverfitie of rareſt colours yeeld a farre off tothe beholder, a de- 
leRable ſhew.: hauing alſo this proprietic , the nearer a man ap-

Vp» 
onthe fourth day I landed at Reſetts, and came ouer land with 2 
company of Txrkes to eAlexavaria. 

Alexandria is the ſecond Port in all Twrkie : It was of olda 
moſt renowned Citic, and was built by Alexander the great, but 
now is greatly decayed, as may _ by the huge ruiaes there- 
in: It hath two hauens,the one whereof is ſtrongly fortified with 
ewo Caftles, which defend both it ſelfe , and alſo Porto vechio : 
The fields about the towre are ſandy , which ingender an infecti» 
ous ayre, eſpecially inthe moneth of Aug»/# , andis the reaſon 
why trangers fall into bloody fluxes, and other heauy ſickneſles, 
In my ſtaying heere, I was aduiſed, by a Chriſtian Conlull, to 
keepe my Rtomacke hote , to abſtaine from cating of fruit, and 
tolive ſoberly, with a temperate diet: The rule of which gouero- 
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ment, Arove diligently ro obſerue,ſo did Ialfoinall my travels, 
proſecute the [ike courſe of a \ma}l diet, and was oftentoo ſmall 
againſt my will; by the meanes whereof (praiſed be God) 1 fell 
neuer ſicke till my returne to France. ; 

This Citie was a place of great merchandize,and inthe Nycen 
/ Councell was ordained to be one of the foure Pattiarchall ſeas, 
the other threeare Antiochia,leruſalem,and Conſtantinople. Here 
in Alexandria was that famous Library which Ptolomers Phi- 
ladelphmz filled with 700000, volumnes:It was he that alſo cau- 
ſed the 7 2. interpreters,to tranſlate the Bible : Ouer againſt .L- 
lexandria,is the little Ile Pharos, inthe which for the commodi- 
tie of Saylers the aforeſaid King builded a watch Towre of white 
Marble; being of ſo matucllous a height, thatir was accounted 
one of the ſeauen wonders of the vyorld : the other fixe, bein 
the Piramides,the Tombe Mauſolea, the Temple of Epheſis,the 
| vralles of Babylon the Coloſſis of Rhodes and the ſtatue of Inps- 
ter Olympicz at Els in Greece, wvhich vas made by Phidias, an 
excellent vyyorke-maſtcr in Gold and Tuory, being in height 60, 
cubites. 

Aftermy abode in eAlexandria twelue dayes, I embarked in 
a Slaroman ſhip ; belonging to Ragsſa , in yyhich I vvas kind] 
vied, and Chriſtian-like entertained both for victuals and nd 
ſage. The windes ſomewhat at the beginning fauouring vs, vve 
yveighedankers; and ſet forward to Sea : leauing the coaſt of 
Cyrene Weſtward from vs, vyhich lyeth betweene Egype by the 
Sea fide,and Nzmidia,or Kingdome of Twmr : The chicfe Cit- 
ties therein are Cyrene, Arſimoa , and Barca yvhence the vyhole 
{ yrenean countrey taketh the moderne name Barea Marmorica, 
anciently Penta Politana. The ſoyle is barren of yvaters and 
fruits, & eoplerude and theftuous : yer it hath bred the moſt 
ingenious Girit of Calmachu the Poct, Ariſtipp the Philoſo- 
pher, Eratoſthenes the Mathematician , and Symon of (rene, 
vyhom the Tewes compelled to carry our Sauiours Crofle. 

Inthis Province , vyhich is now reckoned as a part of E eypt, 
ftood the Oracle of /upiter Hammon , in the great vvilderneſſe 
confyning vvith Lybia : vvhither yyhen Alexander travelled, hee * 
{aw for foure dayes ſpace, neirher may, beaft,bird,tree,nor riuer :

After fixteene dayes attendance for paſſage their fortunately 
accoaſted here/tweluc Napolitan Gallies come from Apulia, and 
bound for Nzp/es : In one of which by fauour of Marqueſſe Dell 
Sanita Cruc:the General, I jimbarked,and-{o ſet forward through 
the nacrow Seas, which deuide /raty,' andScitra; The Arait 
whereof, is 2 4. miles in length, in breadth 6. 4. and 2. miles: 
This ſea, is called the faro of Meſſina, and fretwm Siculum ; at 
the Weſt end whereof, wee met with' two contrary chopping 
tides, whichſomewhatruſling like ynto broken Seas, did choak 
the Gallies with a ſtrugling force:

arriſcth a continuall fire; and that ſoterrible and furiouſly cafting 
forth great tones and flames, thar neither Galley nor Boare, dare 
coaſt or boord it.

South from hence, and im fight thereof , on the North coaſt of 
Sicily lye the two Ilands, Vulcan maior, and minor ; whereof the 
leſſer perpetually burneth,and the greet is long lince conſumed.

"The Peaſants 
were ſet ar liberty, and-the Moores immediatly preferred to 
chaines of iron, bloody laſhes, tugging of Gallic oates, and 'per4 
perualiſlauery.

Neere the Aarire,and in fight of Naples, we boorded cloſe 
by the foote ofthe hill Yeſavio, which in time paltdid burne 
but now excinguiſhed : It was here that the elder P/mxy, Who had 
ſpent all his time in diſcoueringthe ſecrers ofnature, preſſing neere 
ro behold it, was ſtifled with the flame , ſothar he died inthe 
fame place, whichis moſt excellently deſcribed in the booke of 
his Epiſtles, by his Nephew the younger Ply. Arriuing at N4- 
ples, I gaue ioyfull thankes to God for my ſafe returneto Chriſt. 
endome,and theday followin 2,1 went to reuiew the ancient mo» 
nument3 of: Putzo/o;or Puteol: : Which when I had dilligently 
remarked in my returne halfe way to Naples, T meet the aforeſaid 
Engliſh Gentleman and M. ood , who needes would haue me 
turne backe'to accompany them hither.

other Epiſcopall Seate, inall {afr/ia, or Kingdome of T oleds. 
Giving backe to Toledo, I crofled the croſſing Siera de Morade, 
(whbichdeuideth the Kingdome of Grenada,from the Manſha of 
the new { aftlia)and arriued at Grenadathe Capital of Audohufg. 

Here had the Moores their laſt reſidence in Spare, and was _ 
magnanimouſly recouered, Ame 1499. yeares, by Ferdinand» 
the Caſtutan King, and his wife 1ſebella. It andeth at the foote 
of Srera de Neuaad' (tie ſnowy Alpes) who rcferue continually 
ſnow on their rops,and partly cncloled betweene two ſnow-mel. 
ting Rivers. In this City is the principall Seate, and Colledge of 
Juſtice , of all South Spaine : As Yaflzdoli is for the Northof 
Sparne, the high Court of Maarid hauing prerogatiueouerboth, 
It hath a ſpactous and ſtrong Cafile , which was builded by the 
Moores,andindeed a Kingly manfion: Where I ſaw the halls and 
bed-chambers of the Mooriſh Kings, moſt exquiſitly ouerfiled, 
and indented with Moſarcallworke ; execelling farre any mo- 
derne induſtry whatſoeuer. 

The Emperour Charles the fift, and King of Spaize , after his 
returne from that miſfortunate voyage of eAl'gier, left a monu- 
ment here, neuer likely to be accompliſhed, thatis, the founda- 
tion of an admirable worke, aduanced two Rories high : With | 
out it is quadrangled, and within round : Hauing two degrees 
of incircting promontores, ſupported by marble plars,and alls- 
batter arches. Bcing 6iſifſed here, it was my fortuneat Ante- 
E474 io encounter with a Merchant, Mr. Woodfon a Londoner, 
newly come from Yenice , and bound to Aſalage, With whom 
ceſuouſly accompaaied, the day following being Sunday, Oc7e- 
ber 78. 1620. wearriued within:night « UMalage , and-there- 
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after parting to our ſeucrall lodgings, we neuer.as yet met. O! 
what a grieuous and Rape haue I now ad hand f v4 [ 
durft meddle with it; and yer I dare (but becauſe I am forbidden 
by the higher Pawer) I willnot; And therefore I will ſhun the 
leaſt ſhaddow of offence. For in ſpeaking the truth can I offend

and my ground-lying body , a wocfull mirreur of miſfortunes :

Thus I ſpent inlanguor my longing life, thus euery third day 
was I fed, thus was the ſolace of my fighing foule, thus fightles, 
and ſpeechles ef man I continued, thus was I abandoned and aba- 
licnated , cuer admiring and dceliring the protelate yaſtation of 
my life : And thus was my lingering repoſe injured, by vrgent ex- 
citationes, and mine eſperance precipitatly inualued,inthe plunge 
of dreadfull miſdoubts.

And my cruſhed,and ſtarke-na- 
ked body being carricd by one Haxzier(a Twrkiſh{laue,8& drudge 
to the Gouernour ) to the lodging of the aforeſaid Mr. Busb1#- 
cher; 1 was both tenderly und carefully attended there till day: 
light, Meane while (by great fortune) therebeing a ſquader of 
his Maiefties Fleet lying in the Road ; Sir Richard Halkinsthe 
Vice-admirall came a ſhoare , and receiued mee from the Mer- 
chants.

vvas carried from Theoballs, (by his Maiefties direQion) to Dex 
Diego Gundamore , the Spaxſh Ambaſſadour, thanreſident in 
Holburne,” Wheze he yotally vadertooke (confi rming itthe day 
following to his Maicftic at Greenewich ) that after a condigie 
\ tryall had from Spame,concerning.my grieuances; I ſhould have 
all my money, clothes, bookes, papers, «eſtinoniall patents, and 
his Maieſtics letters and ſeales reſtored me againe: vvith ſuch iu- 
ficeand farisfaQtion for my vyrongs,"as-our dread Soucraigne 
thought fitting (according:tokis Royall pleaſurc ) to be donezel- 
pecially torthe maintayning of my lame and racked body. 
Theſe promiſes were made the fixt of /uve 1621. and were 
w be performed againſt Michnelmar day enſuing; But this day 
come,he continued'his drifts to the Prima Vera ; aud it allo ar- 
riued, he deferred time, with new proteſtations, enely to Eaſter 
or Paſcua ; and that ſeaſon come, he turned my Paſena to priſon. 
For a litlte before his departure (ſeeing his policy toq [irong for 
mine opprefſedpatience) Irald-him flatly in his face, the inward 
oriefe of my ſoule. Whereuponinthe Chambcrof Prefence(be- 


fore the Emperours Ambaſſadour , and divers Gentlemen his 


Maietties ſeruants, he raſhly.aduentured, rhe credit of regall ho- 
nour,in a fingle combar, againſt me a priuate lame, and iniurcd 
man : Where indeed he valiandly obtained, both the victory and 
fame ; Yeftor he was; becauſe of my commitment ? for Tay nine 
weekes incarcerat (for his offence)inthe Aarſhell See at South- 


warke : And fame hee likewiſe wonne , becauſe hee tooke it all 
with him to his countrey, leauing none here behind him,I mcane,
